large group it should have special 
attention. There should be a prac- 
tical vocational training school in 
each city, just as there are business 
colleges. 
Yet scarcely a school in 
the country is training colored girls 
in a really practical way for "this 
sort of work."

It is planned to start a training 
school near the girls' school, and to 
give intensive courses, lasting six

In six weeks, it is 
said, a woman can learn much about 
proper methods of waiting on a 
table, or abovit laundering, or louse 
cleaning, and with this training there 
will be no trouble in placing the as- 
sociation members in employment.
